The 
report counts round bales as half 
bales and excludes linters. 
The report 'includes 171,112 round 
bales for 1908, 142,210 for 1907 and 
200,866 for 1906. Sea island bales in­ 
cluded 57,135 for 1908, 44,698 for 1907 
and 30,671 fqr 2906. Sea island cot­ 
ton includes: Florida, 23,634 bales- 
Georgia, 27,283; South Carolina, 6,- 
218. The number of bales ginned to 
Nov. 14 in 1906 numbered 8,562,242. 
The final crop of 1907 aggregate! 
11,057,822 bales and in 1906 reached 
12,983,201. The per cent of the crop 
ginned to Nov. 14 was 66 in 1907 and 
65.9 in 1906. 
The report gives the corrected sta­ 
tistics of cotton ginned this season 
to Nov. 14 as 8,191,557 bales.

“ALABAMA PROPHET* DEAD. 


Aged Creek Bod ie im* Man Dies fu His 
Wilderness Home. 
Muskogee, Okla., Nov. 21.—Hutcho 
Nuppar, the last of the Medicine men 
of the Creek tribe, prophet, states­ 
man and Union soldier, a fullblood 
Indian,, died at his home in the wild­ 
erness in the western part of the 
Creek nation a few days ago at 85. 
Al>out his life are woven some of 
the most interesting incidents of the 
later years of the Creek tribe. 
To all English shaking people who 
knew bim Hutcho Nuppar was known 
the ‘The Alabama Prophet.” He came 
from Alabama when a child and un­ 
til 
his dying day maintained that' 
he was under the guidance of the 
Great 
Spirit who directed all 
his 
movements. It was he who made the 
medicine, a powerful emetic, which 
was drunk by all the Indians just 
before they started 
their 
annual 
stomp dances, and no Indian thought 
of beginning to dance until he had 
been 
thoroughly purged 
with 
this 
medicine. It was their belief that 
this emetic relieved the l>ody of im­ 
pending disease and the soul of sin 
and kept them free from evil in­ 
fluences until the next annual stomp 
dance when the same ceremony was 
repeated. No one except Hutcho Nup­ 
par knew the secret of this medi­ 
cine, and he died without passing 
the secret to any of his clan.
